A Raleigh man who was active 
in several youth organizations 
pleaded guilty Monday; ta; 3£ 
counts o£ sex offenses invoiving 
five boys antfL 
was sentenced to 
lifein prison. 

OavidWiOiaxctl 
Mbelfer; 29;' of 
4420- Keswick 
Drive " pleaded 
guilty in Wake 
Superior Court 
to- four counts of 
5rst-<iegtee sex- 
ual, offense, one 
count of second- 
degree serual offense, 21 counts of 
taking indecent liberties with a 
minor and six counts of crime 
against nature. He also pleaded 
guilty to two counts of disseminat- 
ing obscene materials to minors 
younger than 13. 

Judge Henry V. Barnette Jr. 
•approved the • plea- bargain 
reached by prosecutor Evelyn W, 
Hill and Moeiler's attorney, Eric 
MichauT. Barnette sentenced 
Moeiler to life in prison and 
ordered that be- be placed on 
probation for 10 years if he is 
released from prison. 

Moeiler faced a maximum sen- 
tence of four life sentences and 320 
years in prison. First-degree sex- 
ual offense carries a mandatory 
sentence of life imprisonment. 

Under state. law r anyone sen- 
tenced to life in prison must serve 
at least 20 years before becoming 
eligible for parole. Ms. Hill said 
after the hearing that the length of 
time Moeiler actually would serve 
would be determined by the N.C. 
Department of Correction. 

She said she had requested the 
probationary sentence because 
"as long as there is any possibility 
that he will ever be free, be needs 
to be closely supervised and the 
community- needs ta be 
protected." 

Ms. Hill attributed the success- 
ful prosecution of the case to 
Officer D.L. Crowder and Detec- 
tives ILL. Phillips and W.L. Mas- 
sey of the Raleigh Police Depart- 
ment.

Two youth groups are reviewing 
±eir screening processes for vol- 
unteers following the arrest on sex 
charges of a man who worked 
with several church and commu- 
nity service organizations. 

David William Moeiler, 29, of 
4420 Keswick Drive, who was a 
volunteer in Partners of Wake 
County and. a church-sponsored 
3oy Scout troop, is being held in 
:he Wake County Jail under 
$130,000 bond. He was arrested 
Friday on four counts of first-de- 
gree sexual offense, four counts of 
crime against nature and five 
counts of taking indecent liberties 
with a minor. A first appearance 
on the charges is set for Monday 
in Wake District Court. 

Moeiler had been charged Tues- 
day with disseminating porno- 
graphic mzteriai to minors youn- 
ger than 13 but was free on 310,000 
bo^d. 

Vre really reeling from 
th>- ' said John Hiipert, director 
a tners, a program for trou- 
bh. /oaths in which an adult, or 
senior partner, and a youth, or 
junior partner, usually are paired 
for at least ? year. ^ 
Hiipert would not disclose how 



long Moeiler had been involved 
with- Partners. 

He said Partners was conduct- 
ing its own investigation of Moell- 
er's participation in the group and 
so far had found that ail its 
screening procedures had been 
followed. Those procedures in- 
clude a personal interview, back- 
ground check, references and 
training, he said. 

James Roberts, executive di- 
rector for Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca's Occoneechee Council* said he 
was examining Moeller's partici- 
pation in that organization. 

"Yes, we're concerned^ and yes, 
we will be doing some reviewing*" 
Roberts said. 

For two years, Moeiler was 
listed on the charter as an assis- 
tant Scout master for Troop 314, 
sponsored by St. Raphael Catholic 
Church, 5801 Falls of Neuse Road* 
Roberts said. 

"He is not on the troop charter 
at the present time,"* Roberts 
said. 

He said that the sponsor is 
considered responsible for troop 
leadership and that the troop 
charter comes up for renewal" 
each year.

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Man active in youth chibs 
charged with sex offenses

A Raleigh man active in several 
local youth organizations was 
charged Friday with 13 sex of- 
fenses against a 9-year-old boy 
. whom he met through his volun- 
teer work. 

. David William Moeiler, 29; of 
4420 Keswicic Drive, in North 
Raleigh near North Hills, was 
being held in the Wake County 
Jail under SI30,000 bond on four 
counts of first-degree- sexual of- 
fense, four counts of crime 
against nature and five counts of 
taking indecent liberties with a 
minor. A first appearance on the 
charges is set for Monday in Wake 
District Court. 

An affidavit in the Wake magis- 
trate's office described Moeiler as 
being unemployed but involved in 
numerous youth organizations, in- 
ducting Partners of Wake County, 
Boy Scouts of America, church 
youth ministries and youth soccer 
teams. Police said he was living 
with his parents. 

The warrant said the charges 
stemmed from incidents that oc- 
curred June 1-17 and involved the 
same boy, identified only as John 
Doe. 

When arrested Friday, Moeiler 
was free on $10,000 bond on two 
cbargesr of 1 disseminating: porno- 



graphic material to minors youn- 
ger than 13. He had been arrested 
Tuesday on those charges. 

Raleigh Police Maj. J.V*. Haley 
said in an interview that the 
investigation stemmed from a 
complaint received about a week 
ago from an area swim dub that 
pornographic material was being 
distributed to minors. 

According to the affidavit, 
Moeiler told police that he had 
been sexually involved with boys 
since he was sexually abused by a 
male teacher at age 14 while 
attending a boarding school. 

The affidavit said he admitted 
to having sex with John Doe and a 
13-year -old identified as Jack Doe. 
He has served as senior partner to 
both of them through Partners of 
Wake County, a program that 
matches adults with troubled 
youths. 

Police have been able to inter- 
view only John Doe; the affidavit 
said. The investigation is continu- 
ing. 

Moeiler also admitted to having 
sexual contact with two boys in a 
young adult ministry program in 
SmithfieiaV a boy in Wilmington 
who was the son of a former 
girlfriend, two boys he met while 
helping with- a Raleigh soccer 
league, and "at least one boy" 
who was* a~member of a Raleigh
